NEW YORK, July 18.—To the 


acclaim of their countrymen, five 
men stepped back today onto 
American soil, the soil they last 
saw dropping away from under 
them as they started on non-stop 
flights to Europe. 

Crowds at the Battery broke in- 
to tumultuous cheers of welcome 
as the city tug Macom nosed into 


-Pier A with the flyers at noon. 


The Macom came from quar- 
antine where it had taken Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd, and his 
three-man crew of the monoplane 
“America,” and Clarance Cham- 


berlin, pilot of the monoplane 
“Columbia,” from the liner Levia- 
than, on which they returned from 
Europe. 

As the Macom steamed up the 
bay harbor craft whistled a 
shrill greeting, fire boats sprayed 
fountains of water into the air, the 
guns of Governors’ Island boomed 
a nine gun salute, and airplanes 
hovered overhead. 

Lindbergh Greets Airman. 


Among the persons who made 
the trip down the bay to welcome 
the flyers home was Col. Charles 


A. Lindbergh, who preceded these 
five over the Atlantic air route, 
Others on the Macom were the 
mother of Commander Byrd and 
the wives of Bert Acosta and 
George Noville, pilot and engineer 
of the “America.” No relatives 
met Bernt Balchen, the 
“America’s’” relief man, as he is 
unmarried and his mother and 
sisters live in Norway. Command- 
er Byrd’s wife was at the Battery 
to greet him as he stepped from 
the Macom. Chamberlin’s’ wife 
was with him on the Leviathan. 

As the Macom came alongside 
the dock, Graham McNamee, an- 
nouncer for the National Broad- 
casting Co., began a running ac- 
count of the welcome for the mil- 
lions unable to view the procession 
through lower New York. 

The Macomb’s arrival was just at 
the time when the great office 
buildings werg¢ disgorging their 
thousands into the streets for the 
lunch hour. 

Paper Snow Storm. 

As the tug was docked, ticker 
tape and torn paper was tossed 
from a thousand windows in the 
flyers’ honor and the paper snow- 
storm that is Manhattan’s acco- 


lade began falling through the 
air. 

Hundreds of policemen who had 
been waiting at the Battery since 
8 o’clock with little or nothing to 
do, suddenly found themselves 
confronted with the almost impos- 
sible task of keeping the crowds 
sufficiently. in order to permit for- 
mation of the procession in which 
the flyers would ride to City Hall. 

As the flyers left the Macom 
they were called to the microphone 
by McNamee, who i.3ked them to 
say something to the millions un- 
able to greet them in person. 

“Hello, New York,” Byrd said 
and the other four filed behind 
him, “Hello, hello, ‘hello, hello.’ 

“They are greeting New York,” 
McNamee said to the radio audi- 
ence, “and when they greet New 
York they greet America.” 

The parade started from 
Battery at 12:15. 

Led by a marine band and de- 
tachments of soldiers and sailors 
the ten automobiles composing the 
welcoming party and the return- 
ing airmen proceeded at lively 
speed up Broadway. 

Commander Byrd rode in the 
first car with Grover Whalen of 
the Mayor’s committee, bowing and 
waving to the cheering throngs 
that lined the way and which were 
kept on the sidewalks only by the 
greatest effort of police. In suc- 
ceeding cars the other airmgen and 
their relatives role, each one re- 
sponding with smiling salutations 
to the cheers. 

As the processioh was passing 
through the narrow canyon of the 
lower city, large drops of rain be- 
gan to fall. 

Crowds Brave Rain. 

At 12:30 the flyers agrived at 
City Hall where a crowd was 
gathered rivalling that at the Bat- 
tery.

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INTRUDERS SHOOT AMERICAN 
CONSUL AT PUERTO MEXICO 


Government Demands Arrest and 
Punishment of Attackers; 
Evidence of Plot Reported. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Evi- 
dence of an attempt to assassinate 
William E. Chapman, American 
consul at Puerto Mexico, Mexico, 
has been transmitted to American 
officials after an investigation by 
Chapman’s colleague, J. J. Sparks, 
the British vice consul. 

Chapman was shot and seriously 
wounded in his residence at the 
Mexican port yesterday. Sparks 
informed the American Embassy 
at Mexico City that two men had 
entered the building in the night 
through a skylight, one armed 
with a pistol and the other with a 
knife. When Chapman arose to 
investigate, they made no demand 
upon him but followed him back 
to his bedroom and shot him. 

The Embassy made immediate 
representation to the Mexican 
Foreign Office asking for the ap- 
prehension and punishment of 
Chapman's assailants. 

Chapman was sent from his 
former post at Torreon to Puerto 
Mexico last fall but did not open 
a consular office at the latter 
place until March. His home is 
in Alluwe, Ok. Fe 

TO WELCOME SOMEONE TO CITY 
Man Who Runs From Boston in 

58 Hours Has to Beg Food and 

Clothing. 

NEW YORK. July 18.—The 
“Spirit of Charlestown,” in the per- 
son of William Busch of Boston, 
panted into Times Square yester- 
day to find that for once New 
York City had failed to provide an 
official welcome. 

Busch, who is 21 years old, had 
been running from Boston since 
Wednesday night over 260, miles of 
hard, hot roads. But even his 
own backers forgot to be on hand. 
On his back was a sign reading 
“Spirit of Charlestown,” in honor 
of former State Senator Tom Breen 
of Massachusetts. Breen had sug- 
gested that he try to.run from 
Boston to New York in 48 hours, 
Busch said. 

The runner’s predicament Was 
serious when no one met him, as 
he had no money and only his run- 
ning costume. He appealed to a 
newspaper and reporters gave him 
a mea! and a suit of clothes. 

It took Busch 58 hours to make 
the trip. Most of the way he sub- 
sisted on chocolate and soup.

Kansas City Man to Get Supply 
Stored in Warehouse 
There in 1919. 


A decree signed by Federal 
Judge Faris, ordering issuance of 
a permit to Alexander Rieger of 
Kansas City for removal of a con- 
siderable quantity of wine, whisky 
and cordialg owned by Rieger and 
stored in a warehouse at Kansas 
City, was filed in Federal! Court 
here today. The decree was signed 
last Friday in Wisconsin, where 
Judge Faris is spending his vaca- 
tion, 

Meanwhile, District Attorney 
Breuer, who while Prohibition Ad- 
ministrator here recommended to 
Washington that the permit be is- 
sued, is undecided whether he will 
appeal the ruling of Judge Faris, 
handed down two weeks ago, up- 
holding Rieger’s right to remove 
his liquor from the warehouse 
where he stored it June 30, 1919, 
the day before wartime prohibition 
went into effect. 

Breuer received a etter this 
morning from the Department of 
Justice at Washington, advising 
him the Rieger case had. been re-> 
ferred to the Commissioner of In- 
terna] Revenue. 

Rieger’s effort to remove his 
liquor from storage is believed the 
forerunner of a move by Tom 
Prendergast, Kansas City politi- 
clan, to get a permit for release 
of a large quantity of whisky he 
stored in a warehouse. 

Before prohibition went into ef- 
fect, Rieger operated a maj! order 
liquor business and three saloons 
in Kansas City. Part of his stock. 
he claimed, was stored away for 
personal use. For more than two 
years he has been trying to have 
it released. Breuer and former 
Prohibition Administrator Phillips 
both recommended a permit be is- 
sued, but they had resigned before 
Washington prohibition heads 
overruled the suggestion.

BOY, 8, ADRIFT

BENTON, Ill., July 18.—In the 
ninth day of the trial of Charile 
Birger, Art Newman and Ray Hy- 
jand, charged with conspiracy in 
the murder of Mayor Joe Adams 
at West City Dec. 12, the State to- 
day directly linked the three de- 
fendants with the crime through 
the testimony of Clarence Rone, a 
Birger gangster. 

Rone, in detail, told of the activ. 
ities of the Birger gang on the day 
of the murder and the night pre- 
ceding. He qu: i Birger as say- 
ing, “Boys, you did pretty nice,” 


in the midnight meeting at “Shady 
Rest” Cabin after the murder, . 
where the actual slayers, Harry 
and Elmo Thomasson, and the al- 
leged driver of their car, Ray Hy- 
land, met with the chief and his 
cohorts. 

He described the “pay-off” for 
the murder, and said that Connie 
Ritter, in Birger’s presence, gave 
Harry Thomasson $150 to be split 
three ways. Also he charged that 
Ritter, under indictment but not 
in custody, handed a pistol to Har- 
ry Thomasson before the murder 
and gave him ‘he decoy note by 
which Adams was lured to his 
front door in the belief it as 
from Carl Shelton, Birger’s gang 
rival, 

Surprise Witnesses Appear. 

Two surprise witnesses, brought 
from Pontiac Reformatory, testi- 
fied that Birger, four days before 
the Adams murder, had offered 
them $100 if they would kill ¢ man 
in West City. One of these wit- 
nesses said Birger designated May- 
or Adams as the victim. 

Adams’ widow and young daughe 
ter, at the forenoon session, de- 
scribed the murder in detail. 

Confessed Murderer to Testify. 

The State’s star witness, Harry 
Thomasson, the 19-year-old youth 
who stepped from the farm across 
the road to be one of Birger’s 
gangsters, is on hand today. ready 
to testify that Birger hired him 
and his brother, Elmo, to assas- 
sinate Mayor Adams, and paid 
them $150 for the job.

“SCALPERS” HIT 
BY INVESTIGATION 


Bemoan Their Inability to 
Get Tickets for Dempsey- 
Sharkey Fight—Theaters 
Put Up Bars. 


By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, July 18.—Ticket 


“scalping,’’ known for years as one 
of the best “rackets’’ along Broad- 
way, has become, in the parlance 
of the Rialto, “tough, very tough.” 

This “scalping” or selling of tick- 
ets by speculators at increased 
charges, extended not alone to 
theater tickets, an investigation by 
Federal Attorney Tuttle has dis- 
closed, but also to prize fights, to 
the ‘reception to Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh, and in one*case to a 
funeral. 

In connection with the Dempsey. 
Sharkey fight on Thursday, “scalp- 
ers” are reported bemoaning their 
inability to get any of the tickets, 
while heretofore they are said to 
have been able to get as many 
ringside seats as they could handle, 

Theater Bars Speculator. 

The treasurer of a theater hous- 
ing a Broadway play is reported to 
have sent out word that no more 
tickets would be given the agen- 
cies. In the past. it was said, this 
theater consistently sold all its 
choice seats to speculators for $1 
each above box office prices as 
“ice,” or, as Tuttle puts it, “graft.” 
Another theater is reported to have 
called in all tickets sold to specula- 
tors at a profit to the producer of 
thousands of dollars. 

Low-paid theater box office men, 
the investigation has shown, tripled 
their salaries as a result of pay- 
ments by agencies for a good allot- 
ment of seats. This amount was in 
addition to the regular $1 or $1.50 
paid most producers in excess of 
the box office rrice. 

The wide extent of the “scalp- 
ers'’’ operations has been told to 
Tuttle by one of the agents known 
only as “Mr. Broadway.” 

Scalpcd Tickets for Funcral. 

This' man told the story of the 
speculation in funera] tickets. It 
was at the obsequies of Jacob H. 
Schiff, banker and philanthropist, 
he said, that speculators succeeded 
in getting from $20 to $25 each for 
tickets of ad.nission to Temple 
Emanuel. The femple has a seat- 
ing capacity of but 2000, so invi- 
tations were issued, but many of 
these, he said, found their way to 
the scalpers. 

Citing another Instance of (ticket 
gouging, Tuttle’s informant said, 
was on a pad of paper which he 
kept in his vest: pocket, which he 
later destroyed so that the Govern- 
ment might not be able to deter- 
mine his actual income. 

District Attorney Tuttle’s inves- 
‘tigation is being made to uncover 
alleged fraud by ticket agencies in 
their income tax returns. f

Favorable Winds Found at 
High Altitudes, Byrd Says 


When 


Atlantic Flyer Also Mentions Importance of 
Radio in Locating Airplanes 


in Fog 


Br the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, July 18.—Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd came 
home today to say that the Atlantic 
hhs not been conquered and per- 
haps not yet softened from the air. 

“We were just pioneers,”’ he said. 
“Our flight was just one of-a num- 
ber of pioneer flights that will have 
to be made before the air lanes 
over the Atlantic have been chart- 
ed. 

“We got much important scien- 
tific data that we could not pos- 
sibly have gained had we had fair 
weather. We took off in bad weath- 
er and we expected bad weather. 
The only thing that was unexpect- 
ed was the storm over France. 

“No piece of mechanicism 1s per- 
fect. There is still danger to lite 
for aviators and risk of loss of 
great sums of money to backers 
of flights over the Atlantic, but 
as planes are built now, especial- 
planes like’ the America, they 
ean fly through almost any 
kind of weather, and the engincs 


are so reliable they are virtually 
certain to get over.” 

The commander said he thought 
floating docks would be an aid in 
trans-Atlantic flying but until fog 
is conquered they cannot serve very 
well for it would be impossible to 
land unless they could be seen, 

At higher altitudes, Byrd said, 
he found a wind carrying them on 
their journey to Paris at a speed 
increased by 30 miles an hour. 
Byrd mentioned two scientific as- 
sets of the flight. the winds found 
at high altitudes and the impor- 
tance of radio to locate a plane te- 
gardless of fog or other advcrse 
weather conditions. 

As to altitude, he said that they 
discovered that by going higher 
and higher they were able to prac- 
tically select their own wind. He 
thought, he said, that at 20,000 
feet, although the America did not 
go that high, a wind would be 


found to carry a plane at n speed 
of 40 to 50 miles.

“All I would like to say is that 
we attended receptions in the 
neighborhood of 30 cities in Eur- 
rope but none was so large as this. 
However, they all displayed about 
the same enthusiasm, and it re- 
flects the opinion of the thought of 
the people of Europe for the peo- 
ple of America. I want to thank 
you.” 

The flyers re-entered their auto- 
mobiles after the ceremony at City 
Hall and were driven to the Eter- 
nal Light at Madison Square. 

Lindbergh Avoids Parade. 
Col. Lindbergh did not ride in 
the procession. When he appeared 
to greet the flyers and make the 
trip down the bay on the Macom, 
a place was arranged for him in 
the parade, but as the flyers took 
their places in the automobiles at 
the Battery he slipped quietly 
away. 


“Aren’t you going to be in the 
parade, Colonel?” a police officer 
who recognized him asked. 

“No,” replied Lindbergh with a 
smile. “I’ve had my day.” 

He then entered an automobile 
and drove north by a course other 
than the line of march. 


At Madison Square the crowd 
had waited despite the rain, and the 
grandstands were filled wifh half 
drenched men and women who 
chereed as the flyers appeared. As 
the parade moved into the wide 
stretch of pavement at the inter- 
section of Broadway and Fifth ave- 
nue by the Flatiron building, be- 
low the Square, the rain stopped al- 
though the sky remained  over- 
cast. 


A guard of honor stood at atten- 
tion around the monument of 
Eternal Light. First Byrd, and 
then the others, one after another, 
stepped forward and laid a wreath 
at the monument’s base. A band 
blared forth the “Star Spangled 
Banner” and the crowd was still. 
The aviators then were lined up 
before the reviewing stand with 
their relatievs and officials for 
news photographs. 


Although the day was not desig - 
nated a holiday, Mayor Walker hag 
urged that the “holiday spirit” pre- 
vail and that there be a “glorious 
display” of flags, “so that with no 
uncertain voice we may acclaim the 
men who, by their self-sacrificing 
heroism, have added so much to 
the glory which & our country’s.” 
The first gesture of acclaim for 
the flyers on this side of the At 
lantic came when the Leviathan 
was a few hours out of New Yorx 
Harbor. It was a marine salute 
from the French liner Paris, out- 
ward bound. The Paris hove to for 
the brief ceremony and her deep- 
throated sirens roared, to be an- 
swered by long blasts frem the 
Leviathan. 
Four-Day Celebration. 

The arrival of the city's welcom- 
ing tug Macom alongside the 
Leviathan at Quarantine was the 
beginning of the home-coming 
celebration which is to continue 
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throughout the four days the flyers 
are the city’s guests. 

Mrs. Richard E. Byrd Sr., was 
the first to greet her distinguished 
son as he stepped from the liner 
Leviathan to the city tug Macom. 
She threw her arms about his neck 
and exclaimed, “I’m so glad to see 
you.” 

Waiting on the tug were a num- 
ber of other relatives of the re- 
turning heroes, including brother, 
Thomas Byrd, Mrs. Noville and 
Mrs. Acosta, wives of the flyers, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Otto J. Noville,

After the Commander had 
passed through the first phase of 
the reception, Bennett limped over 
to greet him. Byrd almost ran 
to meet him.

| What the Ice Box 
Needs Is More Ice 


: By DR. MARTHA MANNING, 
Household Refrigeration Expert. 


EFRIGERATORS that are 
R forced to operate with hdif- 

filled ice chambers waste ice 
und food and needlessly increase 
the family bill for both, Dr. Mar- 
tha Manning, household refrigera- 
tion expert, asserts. 

Some of the efforts to economli « 
in the use of ice that housewives 
are prone to make result instead in 
the worst of extravagance. The 
average cost of ice service, for c.l 
classes of household consumers, is 
not five per cent of the value of 
the food that may spoil : a day 
i ‘he ice gets too low. 

Yet in spite of the small co3* 
of ice service many refrigerators 
cannot do good work because they 
are starved for ice much of the 
time, being adequately filled per- 
haps no more than two days a 
¥ eek. 

Real econo ~ lies in taking ic* 
regularly so, that the ice chamber 
always may be well filled. When- 
ever the chamber is less than half 
full the entire refrigerator, the air 
inside and walls and insulating na- 
terial. become several degrees 
warme; Th-n the remaining luis 
ct ice melts faster. When fresh 
ice is added a part of its refrig: -- 
ation value is wasted in reducin 
the temperature back to refrig 
c 2m 20 soo rmeal, «°* is be) 
Gegrees. The ice bill is increased 
needlessly, and may have 
spoiled. 

Covering the block of ice with 
newspapers or a blanket is another 
mistaken idea o2 economizing in 
ice service. ~: ‘' ice me.t 
to reduce temperature, but to pro- 
cuce proper ref: ‘on the ar 
must circulate and come into con 
tact with the ice cake itself. Thea 
the chilled air will fall anda push 
the warmer air ahead of it, making 
a circuit of the different food 
Chambers before returning to the 
ice cake. Odors and impurities 
which the air current has absorbed 
will be deposited upon the watery 
film on the ice, and carried down 
the drain. Hind:.ing the circula 
tion of the necessary air current in 
a refrigerator produces a stuffy at- 
mosphere, in which food flavors 
mix, with bad results. 

Another hindrance to efficiency 
in the refrigerator is the practice 
of placing milk bottles or other 
food in the ice chamber itself, This 
not only hinders air circulation, but 
is unnecessary. A good refrigera- 
tor can be depended upon to keep 
a temperature of 50 degrees or less. 
Which is cold enough for the pres- 
ervation of food. Highly perish- 
able food should be placed in the 
coldest food chamber, which is di- 
rectly beneath the ice chamber.

Short, then manager. of the Olym- 
pic Theater on Broadway. con- 
ceived the idea of converting the 
beer garden into an ai fresco 
opera house. Tom McNeary ‘leased 
oe somes from Nuntz in 1881 and 
un his management the Cave 
became one of the leading amuse- 
ment resorts of the city. Uhrig’s 
Cave remained a’‘popular resort 
until 1901. In 1902 Alphonse Pinet, 
a Belgian, cultivated the cave and 
raised mushrooms.

It was first de- 
cided to buy the interest of the 
McNearys and build a large audi- 
torium that would be a perma- 
nent St. Loutfs institution. After 

talking it over for a long time it | 
was finaltv decided to lease the 
grounds and erect a Collseum and 
pay the McNearys rental. The 
sum of $345,000 was raised and 
the Coliseum was built. The pub- 
lic-spirited citizens continued. to 
finance the enterprise until 1917, 


when after it appeared the ven-/}; 


ture was a failure the building 
was forfeited to the McNearys on 
the lease.

When they are subjected 
to prolonged boiling their vitamin 
B is dissolved in the water and is 
generally poured off before serv- 
ing. 

The water in which vegetables 
are boiled, especially if for a long 
time, often is of more nutritive 
value than the vegetables them- 
selves. It is for this reason that 
certain soups of the consomme va- 
riety are of high vitamin value. 
Such of the fat-soluble vitamins as 
they «rive from the meat stock 
base ig not destroyed by the usual 
boiling. If the vegetables have 
not been boiled at too high a tem- 
perature—just permitted to sim- 
mer—or for.too long a time, a 
large part of the vitamins B. the 
water soluble vitamins, survive. 
These broths are of varying value 
according to the vegetables used 
in their making. Some cooks are 
able to make a very toothsome 
broth by using a meat stock with 
the “liquor” from potatoes boiled 
with the jackets on them. This 
“liquor” and that from green 
beans and from green peas is simi- 
larly of }'vh vitamin value even 
when the potatoes, beans and peas 
are weed as vegetable dishes.

LONDON, July 18.—A Reuter’s

Sahara Desert Draws Tourists.

As soon as the strike is termi- 
nated, it is stated, Chancellor Sel- 
rel will convoke an emergency ses- 
sion of Parliament to discuss the 
political situation resulting from 
the recent riots. It is predicted he 
will issue writs of election in the 
hope of securing a strong anti- 
Socialist majority in a new Reich- 
stat. 

The Social Democrats demanded 
that Chancellor Seipel convene 
Parliament. The Chancellor in- 
stantly replied, “Certainly, Parlia- 
ment can be convened whenever 
you wish.” Whereupon the Soéial 
Democrats declared they were in 
no hurry. The Chancellor is of 
the opinion that the reconstitution 
of the Cabinet, which he deems 
necessary, must not be dictated by 
mob rule, but reached after serene 
and unprejudiced negotiations. 
The Government with the sup- 
port of the police and troops is ab- 
solute master of the situation. 
The central] section of Vienna is 
quiet, though presenting the pic- 
ture of a state of siege, with all 
public buildings guarded by troops 
and police and machine guns at 
points of vantage. The streets lead- 
ing to the suburbs are closed and 
all automobiles are stopped and 
searched for weapons, with which 
it is feared the Communists’ are 
being supplied from the outside. 


“Crisis in Fair Way of Solution,” 
Austrian Embassy Says. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, July’ 18.—‘“The_ crisis 


now is in a fair way of solution” 
was the latest information given 
out by the Austrian legation in 
Paris on the situation in Vienna, 
where rioting, pillage and ‘arson 
occurred Friday and Saturday. 
A statement issued yesterday by 
the legation follows: 
“The general strike at Vienna Is 
ended. Street cars are again cir- 
culating and work will be restored 
normally Monday morning. The 
Government is taking special 
measures to put an end to the 
railroad strike and that of the 
postal and telegraph employes 
which are still in force. The crisis 
is in a fair way of solution. The 
tovernment, the position of which 
is unshaken( retains all initiative, 
and no changes or additions have 
been made to the cabinet. Parlia- 
ment will be convoked as soon as 
the strike movement has complete- 
ly disappeared. There were no new 
incidents Sunday and absolute 
calm prevails.” 

Mast Rioters Under 20. 

This last assertion seems to be 
borne out by dispatches from bor- 
der cities. A heavy rain yester- 
day morning chilled the ardor of 
the young Communists, most of 
them less than 20 years of age, 
who are believed to be chiefly re- 
sponsible for the riots. 

A list of the victims, published 
im Bratislava (Presburg) in Czecho- 
Slovakia, identifies 650 dead, re- 
ports 400 wounded In hospitals and 
300 others given first aid treat- 
ment. Many others were wounde’l 
who did not apply for medical aid.

TRANS-ATLANTIC AIRPLANE

Full Automatic Control Will Simplify Navi- 
gation He Thinks—Hopes to Have Pas- 
senger Machine Ready in a Year. 


By the Associated Press, 
S. S. LEVIATHAN, July 18.— 


Clarence D. Chamberlin said today 
he intended to devote his time to 
the development of trans-Atlantic 
flying. 

“The next trans-Atlantic flight,’ 
he said, “must demonstrate the 
practicability of carrying a pay 
load across, either of mail or pass- 
engers, or both, and not merely 
gasoline. Such a plane can be 
perfected. It all depends upon 
how soon money will be available. 

“Foreign manufacturers are spe- 
cializing on commercial types of 
planes; these are very good, though 
not equa] to the Bellanca in ef- 
ficiancy. 1 was particularly inter- 
ested in the high-powered engines 
they have developed. I hope by 
next year to have a new type of 
plane suitable for carrying pass-- 
engers. ‘This, of course, would not 
be a regular United States to Eu- 
rope service, but a forerunner of 
such a service. } 

“Full automatic control will be 


the big feature of the new flying 
machine if the experiments with 
the Sperry gyro-compass, which 
have been under way for the last 
four years, result in making the 
equipment light enough for alir- 
craft. With a suitable type of plane 
a trans-Atlantic flight with these 
instruments would not be particu- 
larly hazardous. Commercial fly- 
ing over the Atlantic is possible 
now so far as engines are con- 
cerned. 

“Instruments similar to those by 
which ships are navigated at sea 
are needed in aviation. With ayto- 
matic controls the pilot could let 
his plane fly itself while he made 
observations and checked progress, 
and navigate more accurately over 
a longer distance than is possible 
by the present methods of flying. 
The weight of such equipment— 
less than 100 pounds—would be 
more than compensated for by the 
elimination of one man from the 
crew.”

PAN-AMERICAN LABOR 
ORGANIZATION MEETING 


Delegates From 13 Countricé at 
Convention Opening in Wash- 
ington Today.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Prob- 


lems of organized labor in South 
America and Mexico and the part 
played by labor organizations in 
the relations of the United States 
with Mexico and Nicaragua were 
related in a report of the exec- 
utive council of the Pan-American 
Federation of Labor, prepared for 
delivery for the opening session of 
its fifth annua] congress today. 

The report reviewed the activ- 
ities of the Federation and of the 
American Federation of Labor in 
the Mexican oil tand law contro- 
versy and in the Nicaragua civil 
war: the attacks on labor union- 
ists in Cuba which were protested 
by the two federations; the com- 
pulsory law of Guatemala, and the

FOR U. §. FLYERS, 
SURVEY SHOWS 


Federal Aviation Official 
Foresees 1000 Landing 
Fields in Operation by 
End of This Year. 


50 ESTABLISHED 
IN LAST 12 MONTHS 


Baltimore Provides $1,500,- 
000 for Its Port, While 
Buffalo Has Expended 
$727,255 for Equipment. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 18.—There 


are 864 operating airports and air- 
plane landing fields in the United 
States today, W. P. McCracken, As- 
sistant Secretary of Commerce, 
found after a special survey of 
airway facilities. Due to the cur- 
rent interest in air transport, he 
predicted that by the end of 1927 
there would be 1000 such establish- 
ments serving flyers. 

“During the past year more than 
50 new airports have been estab- 
lished,” McCracken said. today, 
“and twice that number of cities 
have set aside funds or have begun 
plans for moderniairports. By the 
end of 1927 airports and landing 
fields will dot the United States, 
from coast to coast and from tho 
Canadian border to the Gulf of 
Mexico.” 

The aeronautical census takers 


In the survey include only ports 
and landing fields which are pro- 
vided aith lights, hangars, run- 
ways and other equipment for 
servicing planes. There are in ad- 
dition more than 3000 unequipped 
landing fields marked on the de- 
partment’s maps where machines 
can come down or ascend in emer- 
gencies. 
Modern Airports Costly. 

The modern arport is an ex- 
pensive and highly designed affair. 
In Buffalo, for instance, a recently 
completed municipal port cost 
$727,255 for its 618 acres of 
ground and equipment. Baltimore 
is going even a step farther, and 
has provided $1,500,000 for its port. 
Chicago, one of the early major 
centers to get into the field by 
reason of its central position on 
the trans-continental airway has « 
field which runways radiate out 
in eight different directions. 

On the Pacific Coast, San Fran- 
cisco, Portland and Oakland have 
terminals under construction, 
while New Orleans, Cleveland, 
Oklahoma City, Dallas and Tulsa 
got special mention in the survey 
return. 

Five Government Airways. 

Beacon lights to guide planes at 
night, and flood lights to make 
their landings safe, machine shops 
to take over their repair, and sup- 
ply stations to refuel them are 
among the fittings at every modern 
airport. On the airways connect- 
ing ports, the Commerce Depart- 
ment itself is taking up the respon- 
sibility for lighting and marking 
the channels of movement, and has 
five airways fully established and 
seven under contract. The Iinter- 
mediate landing fields, too, the 
Government undertakes to provide, 
but they are smaller establishments 
than the regular airport, which is 
generally provided by the mu- 
nicipality through which the air- 
way passes. 

Of the 864 landing fields listed 
today, 207 are municipally pre- 
vided, while 163 are commercial 
or private ports, and 124 are Com- 
merce Department intermediate 
landing fields, on which planes can 
alight when their regular journeys 
are broken by engine failure, or 
called off by storm warning. There 
are 81 landing fields maintained by 
the army and navy, and a miscel- 
laneous collection of testing and 
manufacturing grounds.

The traders are de- 
manding a franchise to consolidate their speculative 
profits. They want the city to ignore the twelve 
years which the street railway franchises still have 
to run and grant them a new franchise for thirty 
years, in order that Newman and his associates may 
immediately take a few million dollars out of the 
deal. Because the Post-Dispatch and others, having 
in mind the popular interest as opposed to that of 
speculators, do not want the city to do this, can 
there be said to be an “altercation”? If so, it is 
nothing to the one we will have on our hands if the 
franchise is granted and we subsequently attempt to 
articulate surface and subway transportation.

United States Supreme Court-once more indulging fn 
the charming habit of chewing the leaf. 

But the American of today, alas, is not’ what he 
was when the sage of Monticello penned that missive 
to his French friend.

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A RAILROAD SPOKESMAN SPEAKS. 

The majority opinion of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the St. Louis and O’Fallon railroad 
rate case was severely criticised last week by Samuel 
O. Dunn editor of the Railway Age. Addressing a 
luncheon of the Ohio Society in Chicago Mr. Dunn 
characterized the decision as “revolutionary,” de- 
clared it was contrary to existing Federal laws, con- 
demned it as “incompatible with the permanently suc- 
cessful private management of railroads and public 
utilities,” and insisied that the courts have held, and 
that even the La Follette valuation law contemplates, 
that “effective weight shall be given in valuation to 
present costs of reproduction of property.” 

The ability of the editor of Railway Age is nation- 
ally recognized. It may be zaid, however, without 
disparagement, that he is not an impartig] witness in 
any issue to which the railroads are a party. He is 
the spokesman of the railroads and in the fragmen- 
tary quotations taken from his Chicago address there 
is evident, we think, the adroitness of the special 
pleader. 

And that’s all right. But with his vast knowledge 
of railroad history and “resent conditions and cur- 
rent economic facts we wonder what’ Mr. Dunn’s 
judgment would be, as a referee, as to the capacity 
of the American people to pay railroad rates on the 
valuation basis of “reproduction new.” 

If there is one economic verity in this rate-and- 
valuation problem it is that the people are now pay- 
ing all the traffic will bear. - Railroad rates are at 
their practical. peak If the rai’rcads cannot prosper 
under the present scale of compensation, then we 
must get ready to face the grim inevitable that their 
successful operation as a private industry is impos 
sible. But let us not charge this to the majority 
opinion of the Interstate Commerce Commission, or 
to economic authorities like Justice Brandeis of the 
Supreme Court, or to practical men like the members 
of the Massachusetts Public Utilities Commission. 
Let us charge it to the economic realities—to the 
patent truth that the people are now paying the ulti- 
mate limit for transportation service.

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THAT ARDMORE FAUX PAS.

Well, any- 
how, think of a Republican in good standing attempt- 
ing an alibi for the tariff, that legendary deity of 
plenty which has bestowed its abundance impartially 
upon furrow and factory. peasant and _. patrician, 
stubborn glebe and artful Wall street. 
Yés, this is a big country. The distance from the 
Sagar maples of Vermont to the wheatlands of South 
Dakota is terrifying. It has got the tariff limping 
and winded. But wasn’t it a faux pas to thrust this 
truth into the face of Mr. Coolidge at a rural merry- 
making? It was. And isn’t a faux pas a terrible 
thing? It is. 
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The new dry chief plans to make prohibition pay 
as it goee if ever it gets going. 
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POOH-BAH AND OUR BUREAUCRACY. 


We trust the thousands who will witness the amus- 
ing cavortings of Pooh-Bah, in the Mikado, which 
starts this evening at the Municipal Theater, will not 
overlook the fact that this inimitable character has 
a very serious application for Americans just at this 
time. 

Pooh-Bah, in fact, may serve as a personification of 
the growing Federal bureaucracy which is gradually 
absorbing more and more of the functions and rights 
which Americans have traditionally considered pre 
rogatives-of the free citizen. He is, as Gilbert calls 
him, Lord High Everything Else, or as Pooh calls 
himself, “First Lord of the Treasury, Lord Chief Jus. 
tice, Commander-in-Chief, Lord High Admiral, Mas- 
ter of the Buckhounds, Groom of the Back Stairs, 
Archbishop of Titipu, and Lord Mayor, both acting 
and elect, all rolled into one.” 

Our bureaucracy, in trying to do everything for 
everybody, has lately been falling all over its feet. 
The Shipping Board, for instance, has recently got 
into a number of altercations with other branches 
over jurisdiction. The Treasury Department, too, 
has got into a terrible tangle by promising, through 
its Bureau of Internal Revenue, that bootleggers who 
file income tax returns will not be prosecuted for law 
Violation, and then trying, through its prohibition 
enforcement service, to get them convicted. Pooh- 
Bah was in much the same sort of fix, as witness his 
own words: ® 


Of course, as First Lord of the Treasury I 
could propose a special vote that would cover all 
expenses, if it were not that, as leader of the op- 
position, it would be my duty to resist it, tooth 
and nail. Or, as Postmaster-General, I could so 
cook the accounts, that as Lord High Auditor I 
should never discover the fraud. But then, as 
Archbishop of Titipu, it would be my duty to de- 
nounce my dishonesty and give myself into my 
own custody as First Commissioner of Police.

HE United States now offers the largest 

reservoir of capital on earth, and some 
parts of Latin America are ready to match 
ii with more capital than they have ever 
had before in ali their history. The stage 
is set for rapid development if those who 
favor it have their way. Or, on the other 
hand, it is entirely possible to build up 
such a sullen opposition to co-operation 
with American capital that the whole course 
of international! relations in this hemisphere 
would eventually change. 

Recently | discussed this situation with 
the chief executive of an American cor- 
poration which has invested $15,000,000 
in a South American country with a view 
to spending three or four times that much 
on future development. 

“We're not doing anything now,” he 
said. “Conditions are not right. There is 
a feeling of suspicion, a vague sort of un- 
friendliness. We can wait. 80 we are wait- 
ing. Some way ought to be found to make 
the attitude of our Government cleater by 
reiteration of its position. And I! hope, also, 
that closer co-operation between Ameri- 
can corporations operating abroad, and the 
American Government wil! develop in time. 
This might even take the form of regula- 
tion; certainly it ought to include a better 
exchange tor information. 

“For instance. when a corporation is 
called upon to — a decision that may 
eventually be reviewed by the American 
State Department, it would be much better 
if the American minister or ambassador 
sat at the council table when the origina! 
decision was made. The national] interest 
enters into all these matters and they cease 
to be strictly private. 

“It is not enough to play fair and keep 
our mouths shut.
